A question was raised on the meaning of the items 
“Town Maintenance—Summer and Winter, and General 
Expenses of the Highway Department.” The distinction 
between maintenance and general expense was explained. 


Article No. 4. Mrs. Marjorie Hudson moved that the 
Town Report be accepted as written. The motion was sec- 
onded and approved. 


Article No. 5. Mrs. Eleanor Hood moved that the Town 
raise and appropriate $755.00as its fair share of the operat- 
ing costs of Elliot Community Hospital. The motion was 
passed with only one dissenting vote. 


Article No. 6. The Town voted to raise and appropriate 
a sum, not to exceed $3,000.00 for equipment necessary to 
become tied in with the Central Dispatch Center’s tone 
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system for future fire calls. This controversial article was 
passed after a ballot vote was taken. Of the 106 votes cast, 
56 were cast in favor of the expenditure and 50 were 
against. During the discussion preceding the vote, the 
present phone system was explained. It was noted that a 
reduction could be expected in the fire insurance rates on 
buildings between two and three miles from the fire sta- 
tion. The monitors which would be used were demon- 
Siewedeoy Neal shelley, Jr. and Linn Starkey, Jr. 


Article No. 7. A motion was made by Mrs. Marjorie 
Hudson that the Town raise and appropriate $200.00 to be 
used to accumulate material for a History of the Town, 
and that itemized bills be presented to the selectmen. This 
motion was amended by Dr. Thomas Neil to read “The 
Town raise and appropriate $700.00 to be used to accumu- 
late material for a Town History and Geneology and pre- 
sent itemized bills to the selectmen.” The amendment was 
passed by a show of hands and the motion as amended was 
also passed by a show of hands. 


Article No. & After some discussion, it was voted to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $50.00 for use in the South 
Village Cemetery. 


Articles No. 9 and 10 were approved by voice vote. 


peicies No. li, 12, 13, and 14 were approved under 
Pxriicles No. 2 and:3. 


mrticie: No, 15. It was voted that the income of the 
Jotham Lord lund be used for the Town Library. 


Article No. 16. On a ballot vote, with 81 ballots cast, this 
article was approved unanimously. The Board of Select- 
men then thanked the Town for approving this article. 


Articles No. 17, 18, and 19 were approved by voice vote. 


Articles No. 20, 21, 22, and 23 were considered together. 
The various sums of money were accepted for their specific 
use. 


Article No. 24. After some discussion regarding the pos- 
sible damage to the Town Hall if the Athletic Association 
continued to play basketball in the Town Hall, this article 
was passed by a vote of 16 to l. 


Article No. 25 was approved by voice vote. 


Article No. 26. Mrs. Annie Shelley moved that the 
Selectmen and Moderator be instructed to appoint a com- 
mittee of at least seven, representing all parts of Town, 
to carry out the History project. This motion was ap- 
proved by a voice vote. 


Mr. Walter Dunn moved that the people be instructed 
to restrain their dogs from December 1, 1968 to April 1, 
1969 to stop deer running. This motion was approved by 
voice vote. 

A motion was made that the Selectmen appoint a com- 
nuttee of volunteers to study the deer population of West- 
moreland. This motion was defeated. 


The Moderator declared the polls closed and the meet- 
ing adjourned at 10:20 o’clock in the evening.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and District Chief 


People cause fires. Our records show that the number of 
fires increase 1n an area as the population increases and 
our state is growing tremendously. This means that we 
all must be aware of fire causes and do our best to prevent 
their occurrence. 

When we are very young the lighted matches is an ad- 
venture, burnt fingers and a dropped match is another fire. 
A little older we like to have a woodland cookout, or go 
out by ourselves for a smoke but fire and forests get to- 
gether for another statistic. We adults like to clean up in 
the spring, burn the old debris and the dead grass, result— 
escaped fires and much personal expense. 

With new homes and summer cottages located in wood- 
lands and with abandoned fields and forests crowding the 
back yard of our villages’ streets, it is necessary that every- 
one be aware all through the fire season, which comes with 
the disappearance of the snow, of the need to be careful 
with outdoor fires and fire sources. 


The following action will help: 

1. To teach our children the danger of lighted matches. 

2. Yo never discard hghted smoking material from a car 
or while walking through fields or woods. 

3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town 
dump. 
If you must burn— 

a. You need a written permit from the town fire 
warden for all debris burning except when the 
ground is covered with snow. Cooking fires in 
outdoor fireplaces or in charcoal brasiers in your 
own back yard is permitted on notification of the 
warden. 

b. The warden is forbidden by regulation to allow 
burning of household rubbish on grass by house- 
holders between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M.

ADMINISTRATIVE REPORT 
To the School Board and Citizens of Westmoreland: 


Many changes have taken place in the school in the 
twelve month period since our last Annual Report. One 
additional teacher was employed as well as three teachers 
to replace persons leaving. The seventh grade English 
books needed to complete the series in all grades were put 
in use this past September. Math workbooks in grades one 
and two, and science books in grades one through six are, 
also, newly acquired materials. Plans are to update ma- 
terials soon in the social studies area. 


New fluorescent lights have been installed in the office 
and toilet rooms. The old kitchen and supply room have 
been reorganized in order to keep better records on in- 
ventories. No interior classroom painting was done during 
the summer of 1968. 


Prolment as of january, 1969, totals 178. All of us 
realize that costs are increasing, but too few of us stop to 
observe just how rapidly these increases are taking place. 
In the early 1960's schools could be built for $15.00 a square 
foot, books purchased for $2.00 or $2.50, and $200-$400 
raises for teachers were quite typical. In 1969 school con- 
struction costs in New Hampshire are usually about $25.00 
a square foot, elementary books cost between $4.00 and 
$5.00, and the average increase in the state for teacher’s 
salaries between last year and this current year was $595, 
with many individuals increasing more than that! 


Sweepstakes aid is decreasing constantly, as are many 
of the Federal aid programs. If the state legislature ap- 
propriated funds for the existing Foundation Aid Law, 
Westmoreland would receive $64,870 instead of the $23,- 
828 we actually received. Therefore, as no one need tell 
you, practically the entire burden of school costs is on the 
shoulders of the local property taxpayer. 


Our new principal, new teachers, and teachers who were 
here in past years have been working well together to 1m- 
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prove the educational programs offered. The custodians 
and lunch program personnel have assisted and cooper- 
ated in their respective areas. 


A teacher aide, employed by use of federal funds, assists 
classroom teachers, thereby allowing teachers to concen- 
trate their efforts more readily on those children in need 
of extra help. 


Our thanks once again to board members, the staff, and 
the citizens for their support in the operation of the 
school.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


‘Lo the Citizens of Westmoreland: 


The 1968-69 school year opened on September 3, with 
175 students enrolled. The enrollment has subsequently 
risen to 178. 


This is of course, our second year under Supervisory 
Union No. 29, and once again the school has benefited from 
the administration’s intelligent guidance. 


Several curriculum areas have undergone revision this 
year. A new series of science books is being used in grades 
1-6. We expect to have new texts for grades 7 and 8 next 
year. In addition many needed science supplies have been 
bought for all grades. Much of the latter was made possible 
through a generous donation from the Westmoreland 
Men’s Club for which we are very grateful. A revision of 
our mathematics program has been instituted in grades 1 
and 2. We expect to complete this for all grades over the 
NeXt LwoOzy Cars. 


Our library has continued to grow. New reference ma- 
terials have been purchased with money received under a 
Federal grant. As in the past, we have greatly benefited 
from the generosity and interest of the PTA, the very suc- 
cessful “book fair” held in November under its sponsor- 
ship, and the indispensable services of “mother librarians” 
being only two examples. 


By virtue of a grant under Title I of the National De- 
fense Education Act, we have been able to hire the services 
of Mrs. Marcia Starkey as a teacher aide. By performing 
many time consuming supervisory and clerical functions, 
Mrs. Starkey has been able to free teachers to work with 
students requiring individual attention. We are most happy 
with this arrangement. 


This as you know is my first year at the school. I would 
like to take this opportunity to thank the people of West- 
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moreland, the entire school staff, and the school board 
for having made the administrative transition so easy, the 
school year success and my work here so pleasant and 
rewarding.
